The crowd, men, women and children 
waa estimated at abont 2,500 The picnic 
waa held at the beautiful and spac'ons 
lake park, near the town. Every ar- 
rangement had been ms;le to make the 
surroundings attractive. 
* Dinner waa served by the Catholic 
church peonle, and there wn nbundaoce 
for the vast crowd. 

In company with Hon. D. R. Murray 
l«lld other friends o( Cloverport, W. Goe- 
bef arrived at the Parham house at 11 
o'clock. He went over by the pike, 
hhving spoken in this city the night 
previous. Hon. J. O. P. Blackburn 
came by rail oyer the Henderson route, 
and reached the hotel at 11:30. Prom- 
inent democrats ol the conntv called at 
the hot#r and paid their respects to Mr- 
Gosbel during bis short stay there. 

At one o'clock he was driven to the 
picnic grounds, where a stand had betn 
erected and the necessary arrangements 
made for the speaking The crowd 
around the stand was immerse, and it 
seemed to be everybody's aim to shake 
hands with the man Goebel, who had 



The speaker wss introduced by Dr 
Milton Board, of Kirk, In his most en- 
thusiastic style. Mr. Goe"bel began in 
his usual matter-of-fact way, and said in 
the out set that this was a 6ght between 
the people of Kentucky on one band, 
and the L and N railroad, a gigantic 
corporation on the other. 

He spoke of this corporation's in- 
fluence, and the means'! hey were using 
to accomplish his defeat He referred to 
the Louisville Dispatch and the Evening 
Post and said that the number of thous- 
ands of these psjwrs which were now 
being scattered over the stste. were paid 
for by tbe h, 4 N. railroad company. 
In fact he eald that this corporation 
through its agents and with all the mon- 
ey it could rake aiid tcrape wss trying to 
defeat him. He said be did not know 
why this was the case, unless it was be- 
cause he had fought the L. & N. while 
In the Legislature. In this connection 
Mr. Goebel spoke of his course in the 
Legislature, and the bills he had favored 
in the interest of tbe people as against 
this corporation. If tha* was their com- 
plaint he pleaded guilty to the charge, 
and whenever he was put in a position 
to do so, he would alwsyj favor tbe peo- 
ple's interest over that of a corporation. 
He declared that if he wag elected Gov- 
ernor, the railroads should be made to 
•bide by the law as well as the people. 
The McCbord bill, the Fellow Servant's 
bill, and tbe duties of tbe railroad Com- 
missioners, were other matters referred 
to by Mr. Goebel. He said he was glad 
that the people of the state still had a 
railroad commission. He said it was in 
their power to fix the rate of charges 
tor long and short hau Its on freights, and 
that if the railroads were not restricted 
In this respect, there would hardly be a 
limit to their charges. Mr. Goebel 
•poke about one hour aud a hall. He 
Closed by saying that be hoped to be 
their next Governor.

JUDGE TARVIN DENOUNCES IT AS A LIE. 



The alleged interview with Mr. Tarvin at Covington, published in 
a Louisville afternoon paper, did not reach here until late this after- 
noon. As aoon as he heard of it the Judge denounced it as a lie out of 
whole cloth and gave to the press the following Interview 

"I do not know how to express myself with any more clearness or 
more specifically than in my speech this afternoon.
